F or Civil Liberty in U.S. 


President Decries Racial Hatred Exploited in 
Fascist Nations—Upholds Religious Liberties, 
Assembly and Press 


Freedom of Speech, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. — In a 
strongly worded statement ad- 
dressed to the National Conference 
of Jews and Christians, President 
Roosevelt has condemned racial 
hatred exploited by facist nations. 

The President s statement was on 
the occasion of the tenth anniver- 
sary of the conference, of which 
he is honorary chairman. Co-chair- 
men are Newton D, Baker, Profes- 
sor Carlton J. H. Hayes and Roger 
W. Straus. 


The text of the message follows: 

“This country is thoroughly 
committed to the principle of civil 
and religious liberty. instead of 
deploring the variety of racial 
strains and spiritual traditions 
which are an inherent part of our 


groups contributes. 


EQUAL RIGHTS 

In this nation we proclaim the 
equal rights of all religious groups, 
whether of the majority or of mi- 
norities, and find our unity in a 
common citizenship. Freedom of 
speech, of the press and of as- 
sembly are guaranteed to all by 
the Bill of Rights. 

“This American doctrine is 


cleavage between religious groups 
in our own nation. Philosophies 
dominant in totatlitarian states 
must not be allowed to disrupt the 
cordial relationships which now 
exist among Protestants, Catholics 
and Jews in America. 

“We believe in democracy. a 
happy combination of freedom 
and responsibility. Our fathers 
fought for it and left it to us as 
our heritage. We are determined 
to maintain it and to demonstrate 
in America the possibility of a 
community in which men of di- 
verse racial origins and religious 
convictions can live together in 
mutual respect, friendship and co- 
operation in all those matters that 
make for human happiness and 
national well-being. 

ASKS DEVOTION 


“The perpetuation of 
democratic principles demand, as 
they deserve, our devotion and 
sacrifice. We must not hold them 
too cheaply at a time when they 
seem to be receding in some quar- 
ters where they were once valued. 
Rather they must be intelligently 
fostered and bravel; advanced. 

“I welcome the effort of the Na- 
tional Conference of Jews and 
Christians to increase in local 
communities the number of its 
round-tables of leading citizens 
of all faiths, who by mutual con- 
sultation and planning’ may deal 
with occasions of distrust or mis- 
understanding and pave the way

Meantime, the story was suppressed by the 
reactionary capitalist press working with 
the corrupt Brooklyn police department. 

Meanwhile, the Daily and Sunday Worker 
have turned the spotlight on the Midtown 
Civic League, a vigilante business group with 
permits to carry guns, which is attempting 
to terrorize the Negroes from one part of 
the city to another—in the interest of dis- 
criminatory high-rents. 

The Citizens Civic Committee, the Na- 
tional Negro Congress and other progressive 
Brooklyn organizations are conducting a 
campaign against this anti-Negro terror and 
to punish the two policemen responsible for 
the murder of the Negro boy. Labor and pro- 
gressives in Brooklyn and throughout the 
city should give this campaign every support. 
This is the way to protect the progressive 
victory worn*by the people of New York on 
Nov. 2.

Thus, Japan is preparing economically for a long 
war. These emergency measures also indicate the dif- 
ficulties of obtaining supplies at previous sources. Yet 
even with these new minor sources of raw materials, 
a continuation of China's defense will not save Araki's 
army from Napoleon's fate in Russia.
